It it not unufual, and 
on many occafiont it is prudent, for the Jury to drat# 
up and exhibit, in a Ipecial verdift, a particular date* 
ment of the fafts, and to pray (rom the Cotut a judg­ 
ment of the law refuitmg from them ; but this they arc 
not obliged to do.
